Gang, 


In a message last week I make a comment aobut extending the tuning range of the 
Rainbow from 30 and 40 meters up to 20 meters. It is actually quite easy to 
do and, in fact, one can also extend the tuning range down to 80 meters as well. 


Several folks asked how to do it, so here goes... 


The Tuner's configuration is a parallel-resonant tuned circuit with a toroidal 
inductor of just over 6 uH and a compression mica trimmer that is adjustable 
from 

about 15 or 20 to about 100 pf. The toroidal inductor is tapped to allow 
impedance 

transformation from the high value associated with a half-wave antenna down to 
about 50 ohms. When connected to a half-wave end-fed wire, it allows some 
adjustability to bring the whole system to resonance. With the nominal 
component 

values, it w3ill generally cover 30 and 40 meters. 


However if the the tuned circuit is made resonant on another frequency, it 


will be 

useful there, too. Ideally you would change the toroid inductor to do this, 
but that 

can be awfully inconvenient if you want to change bands frequently. :-) 


I have been quite successful at using the Rainbow Tuner on 20 meters by simply 
reducing the effective inductance of the tuned circuit by putting another coil 
across the ANT and GND terminals. A second toroid with the same inductance as 
the Rainbow's L1 reduces the inductance in half, giving more tuning range. 

I used 

a T-68-2 toroid with 35 turns of 26 ga wire (no taps required) external to the 
Rainbow case and really just hooked up in parallel with the Rainbow tuner and 
antenna. It tune dup as easily as the "stock" Rainbow and worked effectively 
with a 34 foot wire slanted up to a nearby support. 


You can use a Similar trick to put the Rainbow Tuner on 80 meters. This 

time you 

want to make the Tuner go lower in frequency by hooking up a capacitor across 
teh ANT nd GND terminals. I have tried a broadcast type variable with aobut 
350 pF 

and it tunes up quite will into a 2 K resistive load. Unfortunately I have no 
on-the-air experience uuing the Rainbow on 80 since my yard is to small to hold 
a 130 foot wire! 


Be forewarned, though, that the Rainbow Tuner is not a general purpose 
wide-range 

tuner that will work with random length antennas. It is intended to work 

with an 

antenna that is about one-half wavelength. That is, for 30 meters one would use 
a wire about 46 feet, about 67 feet on 40 or roughly 33 or 34 feet on 20. 

Going to another band generally requires using another antenna. Of course 
there *isx 

another trick you can try... 


Recall that a half wave antenna on 80 is a full wave on 40, two wave long on 

20 and 

so on. So it may be possible to use a sinlge 130 to 135 foot end-fed wire 

on 80, 40 

and 20 if the above techniques are used to make the Rainbow tune up on those 
bands. 

I cannot guarantee your results but I do know that my 67 foot wire works well on 
both 40 and 20 mters!

Greetings... 


A couple of weeks back, I requested opinions re: the Emtech line of QRP 
tranceivers. Virtually all of the responses were positive, so I ordered one. 
I just completed final assembly this evening. It was truly a pleasure to 
build. Well-written instructions and quality components throughout. 


Just put it on-air a few minutes ago. Heard AD4QQ calling CQ on 7105, and 
answered him. He came right back with a 578 report, and we enjoyed a nice 
QSO. I realize that a 500-mile QRP contact at 4 watts is nothing 
extraordinary - especially to you QRP veterans - but it certainly was a 
thrill to have that first QSO on a rig I built myself. I'm sure you all know 
the feeling... 


I have, however, encountered one problem, and was wondering if others have 
experienced the same... 


When transmitting into a dummy load, I have a nice clean sidetone in the 
headphones. 


But, when transmitting into an antenna, the sidetone sounds like its at 
zero-beat, (instead of offset by ~700 Hz), and there's 60-cycle hum in 
evidence - both in the sidetone, and on the transmitted carrier (as 
monitored on a separate receiver). 


I'm assuming that this an RF feedback problem. The antenna is a dipole, 
"tuned to a T" for the center of the 40 meter band. I also use an MFJ 
transmatch to optimize the match even further. SWR is 1.1:1 on both the 
transmatch's built-in meter, and on a separate meter installed between the 
rig and the transmatch. 


I live in an apartment, and the best I could do in regards to antenna 
location was to place the feedpoint of the dipole about 15 feet from the 
radio - just outside, and above the window. The two wires extend away from 
the building in a semi-inverted vee configuration. 


Power supply is a @-to-15 volt variable, capable of 5 amps at full load. I'm 
thinking that my problem is caused by RF getting back into the PS via the 
building's AC wiring, (common mode), or by RF feeding back into the rig via 
the wire running to my (straight) key, or via the headphones. 


I plan to pick up some .01 caps and snap-on ferrite line chokes from R.S. 
tommorrow to try bypassing the obvious points of RF entry at the rig - and 
will borrow a gel-cel to see how it runs without an AC supply. 


I was wondering though, if there are any mods for the Emtech NW-series rigs 
that I should be aware of. 


Any advice will be greatly appreciated!

A few weeks back I posted a question on how to feed a grounded vertical antenna 
supported by a picnic table. I got many responses and appreciate the input from 
all of you. 


A couple of people suggested I try a quarter wavelength half-sloper antenna. 
That's what I decided to do, and here's what I came up with. 


I mounted a 1:1 balun at the top of the pole, fastened by tie wraps to the 
little ring that's supposed to hold the top guy wires, and at the bottom of the 
balun as well. I made a grounding set with crimp-lugs and connected one side of 
the balun to the clamp that fastens the guy ring to the mast. The other side of 
the balun is connected to a 34 foot wire that is tied off 10 feet off the 
ground. The push-up pole manages to get to 27 or 28 feet at the point of the 
balun, and is mounted through a tight hole in the top of a standard picnic 
table. The pole is about 4 feet in the ground, with no other grounding rods or 
radials (yet). 


Pulled out the rig, power supply, swr meter, key and extension cord, and set up 
a nice little operating station on the picnic table. It loaded at 1.8:1 on 
7.040 the first time! I imagine the match will be better when I improve the 
ground. 


After listening for a while I decided to answer a cq I heard. I tried several 
times and eventually he returned my call. We never completed the qso, but on 
ONE WATT I made my first cw contact in years. I was impressed that my Kenwood 
TS-680s could be set to such a low power output that my 5 watt swr meter 
wouldn't even move. The power control is very touchy at that level, but a 
little fidgeting and it's stable once set. 


I'm really excited ... You guys have fired me up. Anyway, I'm back and the 
world is real trouble now!

Bob,take a look at the ARRL Antenna Book for a good discussion of folded 
dipoles. The little capacitor you left off is there to work with a 
specified-length section of the 300-ohm feedline to match to a 50-ohm 
coax. While that may match impedances, it begs the issue of connecting 
an unbalanced line to a balanced line directly. At lower HF frequencies 
it will probably have little practical effect, however. 


The quick and dirty explanation of the folded dipole is that if two 
dipoles are placed very close together (close with respect to a 


wavelength) with their ends shorted together and then xonex dipole is 
fed in the center, the (free space) driving point impedance of the 
dipole is raised from 70 ohms to 4 times that or 280 ohms - close enough 
to 300 ohms for a 300-ohm line to operate "flat" with a low SWR at the 
design frequency. Three dipoles in parallel give a 9 times increase. 
There is some additional fine tuning dealing with the respective 
diameters of the dipoles that are paralleled, but most hams that use 
this antenna simply use the 300-ohm line throughout for convenience. 


Basically, cut a length of 300-ohm line to about the formula length for 
a dipole. Short the two conductors together at each end where the 
insulators go. Open ONE conductor at the center of the antenna and 
attach the 300-ohm feedline. You can melt some of the polyethylene with 
your soldering iron to beef up the center joint and make it waterproof. 
You can run the feedline to a balanced-line tuner and then to the 
transmitter, or use the capacitor/stub approach in the Handbook for a 
coax line, or any of several other methods. As with any dipole antenna, 
prune the length to put the resonant frequency where you want it. 


Contrary to a lot of old wive's tails, a folded dipole is no more 
efficient or a better radiator than a simple dipole. The folding process 
is done only to raise the driving point impedance. You sometimes see 
this approach taken with Yagi's where the driven element impedance may 
be rather low. A folded structure can raise that to a more convenient 
value to work with practical transmission lines. But, nothing else is 
gained with the folded configuration. The antenna can be erected in any 
way that a dipole can: V, straight, sloper, vertical, etc. 


In the old days, back in the 40's, when folded dipoles became popular 
due to TV making 300-ohm line cheap, we would wax the line (not the 
antenna!) with Johnson's paste wax to reduce the effects of moisture. 


Haven't thought about folded dipoles in many a year - thanks for the 
memory! My very first station in 1946 was a 6L6-807 running about 15 
watts to a 20-meter folded dipole strung up in the house at ceiling 
height through the den and kitchen - my parents were VERY understanding 
and supportive! Almost QRP, but I really doubt that I was getting as 
much as 5 watts into that antenna. CW, of course, with a Johnson Speedex 
hand key with a Navy knob!! Still use it .

Hi Conrad.... Thanks for the response re: the Emtech. 


I'm not sure if it's a switching supply. It's a Micronta model that's no 
longer sold by Radio Shack. The cover is riveted on, rather than being 
attached with screws. (Nothing that a drill can't "fix" in short order). 
It's rather light in weight, which leads me to believe that it may indeed be 
a switching supply. Looking through the air vents, I can see what appears to 
be a matched set of TO-3 transistors, mounted on a heat sink which would 
point in that direction. Being a variable-voltage model makes it likely as 
well. 


Measured AC ripple under load is quite low (with a DVM), but I'm betting 
that if I look at the DC output with a scope, I'd see AC-modulated RF 
"garbage" coming back while transmitting. 


After more experiments, I'm 90% certain that it's the cause of the problem. 
In the homebrew spirit, I plan to construct my own PS, which will be built 
with an eye towards supressing RFI and common-mode hum. The gel-cel will 


tell the tale when I pick it up later today for a test. 


I am indeed located in a second-floor apartment. I have a one-inch copper 
braid ground line running down the outside wall to an 8' rod, but I know 
this isn't an adequate RF ground. I did purchase an MFJ Artificial Ground 
from a fellow on this list who advertised it here last week. Sent out the 
check a couple of days ago, so it should be along shortly... 


Other than the one problem, I'm really pleased with the Emtech rig. I was 
very impressed with the quality of the board and parts. The VBT and active 
audio filter give it great selectivity. An RF gain would be nice though, as 
I did note some image and crossmod interference from a local SSB net (near 
the top end of 40), which was bleeding through between 7.050 and 7.080. All 
of the net members are located within 10 miles of my QTH, and most had 40 
over 9 signals on their actual transmit frequency, so I'm not surprised that 
the Emtech was a bit overwhelmed. I'm extremely pleased with the receive 
performance overall. 


In any case, I plan to "collect the full set" (Of Emtech rigs) for 80, 30 
and 20. Something to keep me busy until the K2 goes into full production 
later this spring. (Definitely plan to put one of those in the shack)!

For 11 years I have had in service a DC RX from the original '68 article. Its 
homebrew DBM wound on T-68-2s and using back matched 1N-914s is substantially 
tougher than any of the NE-602 rigs I have tried, but I do not find it "still 
able to hear weak signals." I find it deaf as a post. It needs a RF amp on 
80M if one does not wish to run 100+ dB of audio. 


In fact, I use a MPF-102 RF amp and a preselector from the ARRL's Progressive 
Communications RX, which raises parts count and prompts some to say “why not 
build a superhet?" Two reasons: 


1. Superhets don't sound good 


2. The DCs DBM, fed with my ancient Precision 200 or any other signal 
generator, makes a general coverage RX for the bench.

I built 15m and 10m band modules this week for the Sierra. Only had the 
barest 
flicker on the wattmeter on 15m, even with one less turn from L5 as rcommended 
in 
the mods. After reading threads from some QRPers on the 10 meter module needing 
two 
additional turns on the L3 meter, I tack-soldered a length of #28 to one 


side of 
the L3 wire and wound two more turns. 

Eureka! The meter is now reading the same as on the lower bands, about 
3.5w out. 


Then wired up the 10 meter module with two additional turns from the start 
on 
L3 (again with a turn removed from the L5 specs.). It fired right up and 
the adjustable 
caps on the xmit are in mid-range. It works for me! 

I don't have much test equipment either so have aligned most of my module 
frequencies 
by listening to W1AW or asked for freq checks during my first QSOs and then 
aligned 
the module to the correct freq. 

I had expected to only see less than 2w on 10 meters but am doing nearly 
as well 
as on the other bands, if the tuner watt meter can be believed. 

Enjoyed working a bundle of JAs and some KL7s on both 15 and 10 meters 
yesterday.

A knowledgeable RF parts shop in Holland sold me a few 2SC1947's as a 
replacement for the MRF237. The MRF237 is often used as a hotter PA in 
e.g. a Sierra instead of the 2N3553. However the MRF237 has a pin-out 
that is different from the 2N3553, so leads need to be bent and close to 
the case, too. 


The 2SC1947 has the same pin-out as the 3N3553 so can be dropped in as 
is. I found it performs quite well in practice. I cannot compare 
directly, as I don't have a MRF237, but after replacing the 2SC799 
(2N3553 equivalent) in my Sierra the output went up half considerably 
(in milliWatts, not dB, mind u). So, prospective beefer-uppers might 
consider the 2SC1947 instead of the MRF237. It is no money-saving 
alternative, though, as it cost me about as much as an MRF237 would 
have. BTW: a nice additional advantage is that the emitter is 
connected to the case (heatsink!) instead of the collector (parasitic 
Capacitance!). 


I also ventured in replacing the output choke in my Sierra with a 1:4 
transformer. This didn't do too much with the original PA (2SC799), so 
I replaced the PA with the aforementioned 2SC1947. I don't like to 

put the PCB at risk any more than necessary, so I didn't check and 
recheck this observation. 


I didn't have FT50-43 cores so I wound the transformer on a balun core 
from a special offer core kit from Dan's (which I got just before he 
stopped selling to DX). It's a #43 material core with two holes and 
the size is ca. 13x11x7 mm. The transformer I settled on has only 4 
turns of bifilar #28 wire through both holes. It stands on one end 
with the holes perpendicularly to the PCB. One has to be careful with 
winding this type of core as it's relatively easy to chafe the wire on 
the edges of the holes and have some isolation come off. On this balun 
type core 4 turns is about as many as it takes to get the proper 
impedance level of 10 ... 20 times 50 Ohm. More is not better. I 
checked the approximate impedance level with my AUTEK RF-1. 


I now get over 4W on 40 m, 3,5 on 80 m and 2,5 on 15 m (was ca. 1W) 
with optimal drive setting (minimum 2nd harmonic as per SA/SA). Power 
readings are from KC-2 and not ‘absolute' numbers. 


2nd harmonic suppression depended a lot on the drive setting and at 
the optimal setting it was mostly between 30 and 40 dB. This is not 
quite enough here. Output filters of the elliptic type might do the 
trick with only two capacitors more, but that's for later. 


So in summary: 2SC1947 is a good alternative PA and a two-hole balun 
core can be used instead of the FT50-43 toroid.

A short time back, one of our UK friends mentioned the "Paddlette," a tiny 
little brass-and-stainless-steel set of iambic paddles on a base measuring 
about one inch by one-and-a-half inches. (Sorry, I've lost that reference. ) 
Magnetic bottom, or optional knee mount; comes with a sticky-sided metal 
plate so you can mount it firmly on your desk, yet detach instantly to take 
with you. Cost was $38.50, hardly in "impulse" purchase territory -- but 
those G's sure do seem to know their Morse keys, so I impulsively mailed a 
check for one. Wow! 


They are, indeed, very finely crafted -- right down to the world's tiniest 
hex "L-wrench," which slips into a hole drilled into the base, so it never 
gets lost. (!!) It's accompanied by a double-sided 8.5x11 sheet of complete 
instructions -- including how to use it as a straight key. (Didn't try that.) 


As to "feel," let me say this: when I bought Brass Racer paddles to take 
on the road, I was QLF for two weeks trying to adjust to them from my 
favorite iambic Bencher. After four months I still don't feel at home on 
them. But sending with the Paddlette, right out of the box, 
factory-adjusted, goes xexactlyx like the Benchers, and I was completely 


comfortable from the git-go. 


(Disclaimer: I have *xnothingx to do with this company, and only know about 
them from that one mention on either the QRP-L or G-QRP reflector.)
